The cargo bay reportedly holds a 
package of scientific instruments for 
military research, possibly for the 
“Star Wars” missile defense project. 

Columbia’s return restored the 
shuttle fleet to three ships. Atlantis 
is scheduled next for launch on Oct. 
12, carrying the Galileo probe to 
Jupiter, and Discovery is scheduled 
for another military mission in 
November. A replacement for Chal- 
lenger, the Endeavour, is to join the 
fleet in 1992: 

Mission control said Columbia’s 
trajectory was “right down the mid- 
dle of the pike,” — a perfect path. 
The two booster rockets floated 
down on parachutes into the At- 
lantie Ocean, within sight of recov- 
ery ships.

“The task this committee will un- 
dertake is one of enormous impor- 
tance to the immediate and long-term 
future of the Judiciary,” Rehnquist 
said. 

The committee exists under the Ju- 
dicial Conference of the United 
States, which is the policy-making 
body of the federal courts, according 
to committee chair Judge Joseph F. 
Weis, Jr., of the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals, Third Circuit, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

The committee’s purpose is to ex- 
amine problems facing the federal 


courts and develop a long-range plan 
for the future of the federal judiciary. 
Committee members include repre- 
sentatives of the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of govern- 
ment. 

Among issues being examined are 
the structure of the federal court sys- 
tem, methods of resolving intracircuit 
and intercircuit conflicts in courts of 
appeals, and types of disputes that 
should be resolved by the federal 
courts, Weis said. 

Lee also is serving on a subcommit- 
tee studying the role of the federal 
courts and relationships to state 
courts. 

The committee’s final report will be 
submitted next April to the Judicial 
Conference, the president, Congress, 
the Conference of Chief Justices and 
the State Justice Institute, Weis said. 
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President Rex E. Lee is serving on a federal aur study commie 
tee. The committee will examine problems facing the federal 


court system.

Seven Peaks 
will expand 
localeconomy

It is ‘projected that when com- 
pleted, Seven Peaks Resort will 
pump $65.5 million into the local econ- 
omy, according to an economic impact 
report prepared by Economic Re- 
search Associates of Los Angeles. 

The report was presented to Provo 
community leaders Tuesday in a 
meeting at the Excelsior Hotel spon- 
sored by Seven Peaks Resort. 

The report presented by Rick Nor- 
ton, vice-president of ERA’s Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., office, said the ex- 
pansion of the resort, which includes a 
ski resort and a golf course, will fuel 
Utah County’s economy with more 
than $65.5 million. He said the expan- 
sion will also boost earnings in the 
county by $20.7 million and provide 
an additional $1.6 milion in taxes. 

“These are conservative figures. 
We (ERA) projected that the water 
park would have an attendance of 
157,000 this year. So far the park is

Regulations apply to public schools

The Provo City Council created a 
new ordinance Tuesday that makes 
all regulations for public parks appli- 
cable to public schools. 

The council decided to change the 
old ordinance and create a new one, 
said Marilyn Perry, the city recorder. 

According to the new ordinance, all 
public schools and school grounds 


must be closed between 11 p.m. and 5 
a.m. the following morning. Tres- 
passers will be prosecuted. The ordi- 
nance also states that radios, televi- 
sions, tape players, dise players or 
similiar devices that amplify sound 
beyond the school ground boundaries 
or more than 50 feet from the equip- 
ment is unlawful. 

According to the ordinance “it shall 
be unlawful to possess or consume 
beer, liquor or any alcoholic beverage 


within a public school or on school 
grounds.” 

The ordinance also instituted the 
state laws relating to alcohol, danger- 
ous materials and trespassing as be- 
ing enforceable on _ the school 
grounds. Stanley G. Brown, chair- 
man for the Provo City Council, said 
“I voted no because I’m concerned 
with the enforcement.” He said he 
thought that it will be a burden on the 
police force.

Jordanian soldier takes American hostage 


KIBBUTZ LOTAN, Israel — A lone Jordanian soldier who infiltrated into 
Israel shot and wounded an American and held an off-duty soldier hostage for 
nearly four hours Tuesday before being killed by an army sharpshooter, 
officials said. 

According to his victims, the man said he was avenging a sibling killed by 
Jews, Military officials said he was deranged and acted on his own. 

The siege ended when Israeli troops stormed a tool shed where the attacker 
held the hostage in a date grove near the Kibbutz Lotan, a collective farm 12 
miles north of the Red Sea resort of Hilat and a few miles from the rugged 
mountains of Jordan. : 

“A sniper very cleanly picked him off,” said Wendy Maayan, the kibbutz 
secretary who immigrated from Minneapolis. 

Armed forces Chief of Staff Lt. Gen. Dan Shomron told army radio, “I’m 
convinced that Jordan still continues to be responsible so that terrorism would 
not infiltrate from its borders into Israel, in spite of such insane soldiers.” 

The wounded woman, Lauren Rosen of Englewood, N.J., was quoted by the 
radio as saying the attacker shouted in English “It’s because of my brother!” 
before opening fire on her. 

Officials at Eilat’s Yosef Tal Hospital said she was slightly wounded by a 
bullet that passed through her neck. 


Bush wants America ‘open and equal’ 


WASHINGTON — President Bush, sidestepping disputes with civil rights 
advocates, pledged Tuesday to work with them to halt the decline of inner 
cities and to remove barriers for minorities. 

He vowed, “We will make America open and equal to all.” 

“My administration is committed to reaching out to minorities, to striking 
down barriers to free and open access,” Bush told delegates to the 79th annual 
conference of the National Urban League. 

Even though he did not unveil any initiatives, Bush noted that he has 
proposed a $250 million dollar increase in Head Start funds and had included in 
a $441 million education package some money for grants to schools hit hardest 
by drugs. 

He called anew for approval of a program of enterprise zones giving tax 
breaks to inner-city businesses, and said that a six-year-old job training 
program has been helping disadvantaged youths enter the workforce. 


Australia won't extradite former Utahn 


OGDEN — The Ogden Police Department has given up plans to extradite 
an Ogden man now living in Australia on a custodial-interference warrant. 

Detective John Panter said Australian officials had told him they will not 
deport Atwater and that Atwater is attempting to gain Australian citizenship. 

Ogden police say Atwater is suspected of custodial interference in the 
disappearance of his then 2-year-old son, Christian Atwater, in August 1987. 

The child’s mother and his stepfather, Allen Warren, reported him missing 
when he did not return after a visit with his father. 

The Warrens were unavailable for comment Tuesday. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, at a meeting with Ogden community leaders Monday, was 
asked by Weber County Attorney Reed Richards what could be done to bring’ 
the child and his father back to Utah. 

“We can’t override their court system,” Hatch said, noting that the best way 
for Anna Warren to get her son back is for her to go to Australia. 

Detectives said Atwater, now married to an Australian citizen, is living in 
Melbourne. 


Japan's new prime minister seeks reform 


TOKYO — Japan’s designated prime minister pledged Tuesday to restore 
public trust after a year of scandal and unpopular policies that caused voters to 
turn on the governing party for the first time since it was formed. 

Toshiki Kaifu, to be formally elected Wednesday, will be the third prime 
minister in just over two months. The others resigned because of money, sex 
scandals and the Liberal Democratic Party’s first loss of its upper house 
majority in 34 years. 

Kaifu, 58, was elected party president Tuesday, which automatically made 
him prime minster because of the commanding Liberal Democratic majority in 
the lower house. “I am painfully aware of the weight of my responsibility,” he 
told a news conference. “We have been reborn and we must forge ahead. We 
must carry out political reforms and shed our old skin.” :

Decision reversed in temple lighting case 


DENVER — A federal appeals court has ruled that a St. George man had 
legal standing to file a lawsuit challenging the city’s lighting subsidy of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints’ temple, and that his attorneys are 
entitled to their fees. 

The 10th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled that a Utah federal judge erred in 
invalidating the 1985 lawsuit filed by Phillip Foremaster, said Brian Barnard, 
his attorney of Salt Lake City. Barnard said Foremaster had challenged the 
legality of St. George’s paying for lighting the historic temple. 

However, U.S. District Judge J. Thomas Greene had ruled that because 
Foremaster was not a city electrical service ratepayer, he lacked standing to 
file suit. Barnard argued in a May hearing before the three-judge Circuit 
Court panel that Foremaster paid his share of the electrical bill in his room- 
mate’s name. The judges said in their Thursday decision that Greene “was 
wrong in requiring an actual account in Foremaster’s name,” Barnard said.

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Grant allows autism study

SALT LAKE CITY — Two Utah 
State University researchers have 
been awarded $100,000 by the War- 
ren L. Eccles Charitable Foundation 
to study an auto-immune link in the 
development of autism in children. 

Reed P. Warren and Vijenkra K. 
Singh, affiliated with the USU De- 
partment of Biology and the Develop- 
mental Center for Handicapped Per- 
sons, are the prime investigators. 

Warren said the grant will allow 
exploration of preliminary evidence 
that 50 percent to 70 percent of autis- 
tic people have auto-antibodies to cer- 
tain brain proteins. 

“In our control group that did not 


have autism, we did not find these 


antibodies,” he said. 

Warren added that understanding 
auto-antibodies and their reaction 
against brain tissue could have a 
“tremendous effect” on progress to- 
ward an eventual cure for, or preven- 
tion of, autism. 

Warren and Singh discovered the 
auto-immune link while working on a 
National Institutes of Health-funded 
study dealing with the possibility of a 
faulty maternal-fetal regulation rela- 
tionship to autism. 

The NIH study still is under way, 
Warren said. 

The cause of autism, which affects 
two to four of every 10,000 births, 
remains a mystery. 

The malady is a lifetime disorder 
that becomes apparent during the 
first three years of life. 

Autistic children have disturbances 
in physical, social and language skills; 
abnormal responses to sensations; un-

Apparently, Sports Illustrated predicted that the minors will see 
aluminum by 1991’s Spring camps. They also claim that metal will 
predominate in the next century’s pennant races. 

Everyone’s upset. But the most unlikely antagonists are the players 
themselves. According to USA Today most players are against hitting 
with graphite or aluminum, and for some very sound reasons. 

Hitters don’t feel that they'll experience the same satisfaction from 
a ping as they do now from that familiar “crrrack” of wood. 

Some pitchers aren’t too excited about facing off to a stick which, 

hitting off the handle, can put 
a man on second. There’re 
even a few that would miss 
breaking bats right in the 
sluggers’ hands. 

However, safety is a 
greater concern. These bats

About 50 years ago the black au- 
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not because Bigger Thomas didn’t de- 


thor Richard Wright wrote a novel 
titled “Native Son.” It depicted the 
life of a young Chicago black man 
named Bigger Thomas. He acciden- 
tally killed a white woman, tried to 
cover up his crime, then eventually 
was caught and executed by society. 
“Native Son” created an impact be- 
cause although Bigger Thomas was 
clearly a violent man capable of mur- 
der (he kills his black girlfriend later 
inn attempt to cover the first death), 


the reader was given a first-hand ; 


glimpse into the bleak, no-chance-for- 
success life that society handed Big: 
ger Thomas. 

The rat infested home. The 
boundaries where he and his family 
could reside. The desire to succeed (in 
Bigger’s case, he wanted to fly 
planes) negated by the knowledge 
that he would not be allowed the 
chance. 

In short, because of racism, he was 
treated as an animal his whole life, 
then expected to behave like a re- 
sponsible member of society when 
confronted with the anxiety of having 
accidentally caused a white woman’s 
death. 

This theme in Wright’s novel is so 
well relayed to the reader that the 
trial and death sentence handed down 
to Bigger Thomas by the authorities 
is regarded as a bigger crime than the 


serve his fate (he does), but because 
of the political opportunism of those 
prosecuting Thomas. They exploit his 
case to promote their political careers 
and fan public outrage at the trial’s 
expense. 

Fifty years later, people are still 
trying to imitate Wright. A film called 
“Do the Right Thing” opened re- 
cently. It’s written and directed by 
Spike Lee. The black artist also stars 
in this story of a sweltering hot day in 
a Brooklyn area with:a high percent- 
age of blacks. The lives of various res- 
idents are explored. 

Most of the action takes place in a 
pizza parlor. The day ends with two 
blacks harassing the Italian owner of 
the pizza place. He breaks the ghetto 
blaster of one of the taunting youths 
and the youth attacks him. Two cops 
intercede and apply unnecessary 
force to the youth, accidentally killing 
him via a choke hold. The neighbor- 


lor. 

It’s a technically brilliant yet 
morally bankrupt film. Lee sympa- 
thizes with the rioters and expects 
the audience to believe that the pizza 
owner “got what he deserved” for at- 
tempting to eject the troublemakers. 
He needs to read Richard Wright and 
learn the difference between ex- 
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Middl 

Commenting on the Aug. 2 Universe opinion, I 
share in the outrage and sadness over the murder of 
Lt. Col. Higgins. I agree that the responsibility for 
this brutal act falls squarely on the shoulders of the 
Hezbollah terrorists who abducted him and exe- 
cuted him. 

Your view condemning terrorist acts such as 
these and calling for a unified, uncompromising 
stance in confronting them is supported by all rea- 
sonable people. 

However, having lived and traveled for many 
years in the Middle East, I take exception to some 
of those comments which reflected misunderstand- 
ing and bias about the political issues involved. 

Anyone who has carefully studied the Arab-Is- 
raeli dilemma recognizes that it is one of the most 
complex, baffling problems in the international 
arena. Questions of culpability and innocence, right 
and wrong are extremely delicate ones to sort 
through. 

That is why I felt uneasy as I read The Universe’s 
confident assertions describing Israel’s motives for 
abducting Obeid, lending their support — and by 
implication, the university’s — for this act, and 
predicting that it would yield positive conse- 
quences in the long run. 

To state that Obeid is “clearly one of the world’s 
premier terrorist leaders,” that Israel was “clearly 
trying to protect itself’ by capturing him, and that 
“ultimately more lives will be saved by his capture 
than the retaliation deaths of Higgins and perhaps 
others” is to'exaggerate and over-simplifiy the situ-

spotlight this time. Certainly they have been pro- 
voked to strike back by continual incursions across 
their northern border. 

However, there are other plausible motives for 
kidnapping Obeid, such as using him as a bargain- 
ing chip for swapping hostages or shifting interna- 
tional attention away from the painful news cover- 
age of their handling of the Palestinian uprising in 
the West Bank. 

Obeid’s importance in the labrynth of Shiite ex- 
tremist groups also remains questionable: Some 
Middle East analysts point out that his group has 
been involved in terrorist activities, but he is 
viewed as a little fish by the many other radical 
factions and he will command almost no value in a 
hostage swap. - 

Above all, it is naive to think that more lives will 
ultimately be saved by Israel’s action: Many ex- 
perts predict, based on other similar incidents in 
recent history, that the kidnapping will precipitate 
a series of events which will undermine the moder- 
ate voices on all sides who are seeking peaceful 
solutions in an unprecedented way. The experts 
predict that Israel's action will escalate, not dimin- 
ish, violence in the Middle East. 

I urge that The Universe exercise greater cau- 
tion in its analyses of, and editorializing about, 
Middle East events. Because of BYU’s activities 
among both the Jews and the Arabs, it is impera- 
tive that our official publications reflect balanced, 
well-informed discussion in order to avoid misrep- 
resenting the positions of the church and univer- 
sity on such sensitive issues. 

In this case, Senator Dole was not blaming the 
Israelis for Higgins’ death; he was expressing his 
frustration because they carried out the abduction

unilaterally and arrogantly, ignoring the potentia}ji 
repercussions for the security and interests of thei 
main ally, the U.S. 

I think he was right to criticize their lack of responf 
sibility this time.

The deforestation of the Amazon 
Basin is not some isolated, domestic 
problem that concerns only Brazil. If 
we lose those rain forests, the impact 
will be felt world wide. 

That they replenish so much of the 
world’s oxygen is not an idle opinion — 
it is the testable, verifiable concensus 
of the world scientific community. 

Oxygen production won’t be the 
only common human heritage lost. 
Along with the plants, numerous ani- 
mal species supported by that ecosys- 
tem may well become extinct. 

Brazil has a burgeoning burden of 
debt, and it sees deforestation as a 
real means to increase production and 
to feed its people. In many ways, this 
policy has had disastrous results that 
have hurt, for the most part, only 
Brazilians, as evidenced last year’s 
devastating mud slides in Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Adilson Parrella’s comments are 
better understood in this light. How- 
ever, Parella’s “vindicating” argu- 
ments defending the case for defor- 
estation degenerated very quickly 
into a form of “two wrongs make a 
right.” This particular fallacy diverted 
attention from the real issue by point- 
ing out that America has problems, 
too. Parrella also made use of a form of 
the ad hominem fallacy, that of 
“America—bashing.” Parrella obvi- 
ously assumes that since America is 
prey to so many social ills, then none of 
our informed andor conscientious citi- 
zens are entitled to a valid opinion on 
something outside the United States. 
This of course, is ludicrous. 

Brazil’s record is just as bad, in 
some cases worse than America’s in 
the specific areas Parrella mentions.

Utah attorney 
Dee Benson 
takes oath

SALT LAKE CITY — Dee Ben- 
son, acting U.S. Attorney for Utah 
since March, was formally sworn in to 
the position during a Tuesday cere- 
mony attended by 200 well-wishers. 

After taking the oath of office from 
U.S. District Judge Bruce Jenkins, 
Benson said the focus of his adminis- 
tration would be cracking down on the 
illicit drug trade and securities fraud. 

Benson also vowed to use the 
power of his office wisely. 

“Tam acutely aware of the power of 
the federal government to come 
crashing down on the heads of citi- 
zens. I hope to use that power fairly 
and responsibly,” he said. 

Several speakers, including Sens. 
Jake Garn and Orrin Hatch, Jenkins 
and 10th Circuit Judge Monroe 
McKay, joined in praising Benson’s 
ethics and judgment. 

“TJ just plain couldn’t be happier 
about an appointment as I am about 
Dee Benson. We're all very proud of 
you,” Hatch said. 

“He'll be fair, he’ll be honest, he 
brings a great intelligence and a great 
mastery of the law.” 

Garn added that, while Hatch is 
credited with being one of Benson’s 
staunchest supporters for the post, 
he, too, “very strongly recom- 
mended” the appointment. 

Jenkins echoed the senators’ com- 
ments, noting that Benson, who suc- 
ceeds Brent Ward, is the latest in a 
distinguished line of U.S. attorneys. 
Ward had been Utah’s chief federal 
lawyer for seven years. 

The judge took the opportunity to 
joke with Hatch, saying that he un- 
derstood the senator was “willing to 
waive his usual honorarium.”

30 percent ahead of the projected fig- 
ures,” Norton said. 

Victor Borchards, owner of the 
Seven Peaks Resort, said he hopes to 
have the ground work completed for 
the golf course before the first snow- 
fall this year. The golf course is ex- 
pected to engage 47 full-time em- 
ployees. 

The Forest Service must give ap- 
proval of the project before construc- 
tion begins, said Borchards.

Ballard said a Disaster Assistance Act was 
passed in 1988 that reimbursed all of a determined 
loss to a producer. This year there is a $897 million 
cap attached to the proposed Act, he said. 

Another assistance program available to produc- 
ers, said Ballard, is the Live-Stock Feed Act. 

“This program allows producers to buy govern- 
ment owned barley and corn at a reduced rate,” he 
said. Ballard said the program also helps producers 
buy feed from the open market at a cost share of

50/50, with the government paying half of the cost. 
A county is eligible for this program if it sustains 
a 40 percent loss of crops, said Stephens. 

All 29 counties in Utah have met the eligibility 
requirements needed for the Live-Stock Feed Act, jf 
Ballard said. 
“If one county is approved, all of the counties 
touching that county are also approved. The 
weather doesn’t know county boundaries,” said 
Ballard. 

Frost is also a danger in Utah. Utah has a short 
growing season, and so it isn’t unusual to get a late 
frost in the spring, said Ballard. 

Stephens said “frost stunts the early growth of 
plants so they don’t grow when they should. When 
they do grow, if there’s not enough moisture, the 
plants can’t survive.” 

“T think the Disaster Assistance Act is going to 
be a definite help for producers,” said Stephens.
